X in sufficient quantities to take care of the starving peo- 


ple of the world is promised by the farmers of 37 states. 


Those farmers, members of the American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration, have authorized the head of their organization formal- 
ly to make the offer. The only condition is that the corn will 
be sent to the needy lands—not sold and the proceeds disbursed 
as a relief fund. The farmer? feel that, if they provide the 
corn, other interests ought to look after the shipping and de- 
livery costs. 


If the offer is accepted, the gain may well be extended be- 


yond the first objective—that of helping the hungry. A sound j 
trade accomplishment may result. The peoples of the Old |
